Grants Cost City 31% 


Sme months ago, the City of 
Elba contracted with Task Con- 
Sultants, Inc. of Huntsville to 
analyze the City’s operations 
and compute the indirect cost 
for administering programs in 
which the Federal Government 
participates (such as the Air- 
port grant.) 

The result of this analysis 
was that Elba's indirect cost - 
what it cost the city to carry 
out a Federal program - is 
31.1%. This will be their 
guide on future grants by the 
Federal Government, 

Provision was made for 
cities such as Elba to receive 
recovery of this administrative 
cost by a publication issued by 
the Office of Management and 
Budget, Circular No. 8-87. 


Therefore, when an avail- 
able Federa), grant is applied 
for, application may also be 
made for recovery of this in- 
direct cost at the same time. 
And in order to know how much 
recovery costtoask for, itmust 
be computed by a firm such as 
Task Consultants.

IVY MAKES GOOD HOUSE- 
PLANT 

Because of their attractive 
foliage, many types of ivy are 
used as houseplants. I'llshare 
with you some tips for keep- 
ing ivy healthy and growing 

Ivy needs some sunlight, al 
though it will thrive under sub- 
dued light conditions Place 
your plants in a north or east 
window, but avoid direct hot 
sun. You can use fluorescent 
tubes to stimulate growth in 
locations where plants dont 
get adequate sunlight 

rhe air should be as fresh 
and humid as possible. -You 
can increase the humidity ar 
ound the plants by placing the 
pots on crushed rocks in atray 
containing water. Don't put the 
pots directly in the water be- 
cause the soil will remain sat 
urated causing poor growthand 
possible stem rot 

Ivy should” receive 
temperature water, Water en- 
ough to maintain moderate --not 
excessive--moisture in the 
soil Be sure you provide 
good drainage to reduce the po 
ssibility of overwatering 

Several types of ivy may 
be used as houseplants. En 
glish Ivy is the most common 
type; it has rather large lea- 
ves and makes rapid growth 
And this plant grows even in 
the relatively dry atmosphere 
of the average home 

Another — ivy Pittsburgh 
Self-branching Improved Ivy 
produces many short side br- 
anches and is one of the best 
varieties to use as a house- 
plant. 

The variegated forms of 
ivy with green and white lea- 
yes are popular as accent pla- 
nts They grow less rapidly 
than the solid green types but 
seem somewhat more suscep- 
tible to disease and insects. 
Hagenburger’s Variegated Ivy

EGG STORAGE 

Did you know that eggs keep 
best covered in the refrigera- 
tor. If your egg tray isn’t 
covered, it is wise to keep 
eggs inthe containers they were 
bought in. 

If eggs in the refrigerator 
aren't kept in a covered con- 
tainer, they’ll lose moisture, 
causing the white of the egg 
to become thin and watery. 

Eggs, will also pick up 
odors from other foods in the 
refrigerator. So, be sure to 
keep eggs covered. 


DISHWASHERS 

It takes less water to wash 
dishes in a dishwasher than by 
hand. Make sure the dish- 
washer is completely loaded 
each time you use it, and run 
it late in the evening when 
there’s less demand for elec- 
tricity. Another reminder, be 
sure your hot water in the 
dishwasher is at least 150 de- 
grees. 


GROUND BEEF _ IS MOST 
POPULAR FRESH MEAT 

Ground beef is the most 
popular fresh meat among 
food shoppers. But, shoppers 
are often confused as to what 
type of ground meat isthe best 
to buy. 

A recent study shows when 
four types of ground beef were 
ranked with no price attached, 
ground chuck was ranked first 
followed by ground round, pre- 
packaged ground beef and sto- 
re-ground beef. Ground chuck 
containing some fat was pre- 
ferred over the nearly fat- 
free ground round. Store gro- 
und beef had an inferior app- 
earance because ofdiscolora- 
tion indicating a lack of fresh- 
ness. 

Even when price was a fac- 


; * Sl 
tor, the panel still preferred 
the higher-priced ground chu- 
ck. Pre-packed ground beef 
rated higher than store- 
ground beef. Ground round 
was the least acceptable, pro- 
bably because ofhigher price. 


CARROTS 

If your family is picky about 
eating vegetables, try serving 
carrots. They are good when 
served alone or in combina- 
tion with meats or other veg- 
etables Fresh carrots are 
available year round and are 
a very good source of Vita- 
min A, 

When you buy, look for well- 
formed, smooth, orange to or- 
ange-red carrots. They should 
be firm with well-trimmed 
tops Avoid carrots that are 
flabby or shriveled or those 
with large green areas (Ssun- 
burn) at the top. 

Also don't buy topped car- 
rots that have new top grow- 
th (green shoots on the top) 
and bunched carrots that have 
yellow tops. 

Store carrots in the veg- 

etable bin of your refrigera- 
tor for three to four weeks 
Large carrots are best for 
cooking or shredding. And 
smaller, younger ones are good 
for eating raw. 
- for variety, try baking car- 
rots, particularly when youare 
planning an oven meal, Cut 
four or five carrots in half 
and place them ina casserole 
with one fourth cup water, two 
or three tablespoons butter or 
margarine and a sprinkle otf 
salt and pepper. Cover the cas- 
serole and bake at 375 degrees 
Fahrenheit for 45 minutes or 
until carrots are tender, This 
will make four servings. 


SALTING STEAK 
All of us desire meat that 


is juicy. Remember this tip 
when you are cooking meat. 
To make steaks and chops more 
juicy and to reduce shrinkage 
during cooking, salt the meat 
after, not before, broiling
